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Summary. Three species of Orthoptera and one species of Mantodea were erroneously 
recorded from West Siberia by G.Ya. Bey-Bienko in 1929. Really these records were based 
on material collected in Ukraine.

G.Ya. Bey-Bienko (1929) recorded from West Siberia Iris oratoria, Conocephalus tura- 
nicus, Gryllus frontalis and Oedipoda coerulescens based on material collected in 1926 by B. 
Krawtzev in “Doft Michailowskoe, sudlicher Teil des Beziriks Slawgorod”. There are four 
“Slavgorod” settlements in the former USSR, but only one of them was situated in 
Mikhailovskaya volost in Pavlogradsk uyezd of Ekatrinoslavsk province (now it is Slavgorod in 
Dnepropetrovskaya oblast, Ukraine). Therefore Iris oratoria (Linnaeus, 1758) (Mantodea: 
Mantidae), Conocephalus discolor (Thunberg, 1815) = C. turanicus Semenov, 1915 (Orthop- 
tera: Tettigoniidae), Modicogryllus frontalis (Fieber, 1844) = Gryllus frontalis (Orthoptera: 
Gryllidae) and Oedipoda coerulescens (Linnaeus, 1758) (Orthoptera: Acrididae) must be 
excluded from the list of insects of Altaiskii krai in Russia. All discussed species are common 
in Ukraine.
